Relatives searching for clues 
to Civil War ancestors should 
be aware of the records of Con- 
federate prisoners at Fort Dela- 
ware Prison on Pea Patch Is-. 
land, Delaware. There are re- 
cords of 2,436 Confederate 
soldiers who died in that prison 
during the war. 

The prison held up to 12,595 
inmates at a time and a total of 
33,565 were held there during 
the war. 

Many people visit Fort Dela- 
ware to look for the signatures 








of their ancestors on the brick 
walls of the cells. The death 
rate at Fort Delaware was 
12.5%, compared to 9.5% at 
Andersonville (the military 
prison in Georgia where 13,000 
Union soldiers died). When

Family Tree Topper: Every artist writes his own autobiography. : 
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Continued from our last ISSUE... Mc Me cn CU 


These roving entertainers upon arriving at tne home of some no- 
bleman would be housed and fed for several days in return for their 
Stories and songs. They, like their modern day counterpart in Las 
Vegas, could and would adapt their materials to the audience...a 
wholesome “family type” show...a risque or vulgar stag show. 

Today at several worthy museums we find copies of these early 
stories plus a number of dedicated Robin Hood era scho- 
lars...especially in Yorkshire. 

In the early ballads, Robin Hood the outlaw, is related to coarse 
activities - rowdyism, brawling, wenching, robbing both the rich 
and the poor equally and keeping the money for personal pursuits. 
In time, these activities moderated. 

The peasants of the era knew only grueling, boring work daily. 
The stories of a band lounging about in the forest drinking, eating 
the King’s deer, singing, rollicking about - plus robbing the rich 
for their personal betterment had an instant appeal to the lowly 
masses. In time, as the story gained embellishment, which in- 
cluded Robin’s opposition to the rulers using their anointed pow- 
ers in illegal manners...the searches and near captures of Robin 
were enjoyably welcomed by Lord and nobleman. 

In time, to celebrate the end of dismal winter and the coming of 
flowers and green grass of spring - a Maytime festival evolved 
complete with the Maypole dance and its Queen of Spring, Maid 


Marion. In time, balladeers linked her and Robin Hood romanti- 
cally. A Lady could not associate with a commoner - hence in the 
16th century ballads, Robin is elevated to a Lord. He becomes en- 
twined in. Maytime festivities and in time is identified as the 
“Green Man” and appears in small statue form amid the decorative 
carings found on the walls of many English churches. 

Lady Marion leads a most protective life and must meet Robin 
in the forest for romantic interludes. These meetings readily ap- 
pear in updated ballads. Some ballads are respectfully correct; 
others, with their line illustrations are quite raunchy. ’ 

An accurate relation of Lady Marion’s activities is presented 
each summer to tourists by the Morris Dancers. These dancers 
- predate Robin Hood. Their creation, some 900 years ago is estab- 
lished fact. 

Several musicians play as some 6 to 8 dancers, some wearing 
different symbolic headgear dance and sing their story to an 
adopted tune popular during our Civil War - The Girl I Left Behind 
Me. Lady Marion appears, joins the group, and is featured promi- 
nently in the song/dance climax. 

Moving along, Robin’s saga affiliates him with Richard the 
Lion Heart. Again, Robin’s social status is elevated to one of the

But, a person has to find the legal organ for their county during the period, 
which they are searching. The legal organ is the newspaper where the legal ads were published for a county. It) 
may be an adjoining county or just a county in that area. Also, the legal organ for a county could change often. | 
Sometimes they are hard to find. During the year of 1995, two books were published by Tad Evans on newspaper | 
clippings from southern Georgia. Thomas County, Georgia, Newspaper Clippings, 1857-1875 comprising 518 || 
pages, and Brooks County Georgia Newspaper Clippings 1866-1889 consisting of 476 pages are the two books. | 
Each book is listed as Volume I for each individual county. In other words, there are more books to follow. Both of | 
these books can be ordered from Tad Evans at 1506 Stillwood Drive, Savannah, Georgia 31419. All volumes are | 
priced at $40 plus $4 postage and tax. These books are hard cover and are eight by eleven inches. 

Thomas County was created in 1825. The first newspaper, The Wire-Grass Reporter, was published there in 
1857. In the book the first entry from this paper is October 6, 1857 (page 1), and the last entry is December 22, 
1858 (page 72). There are many south Georgia counties covered in the paper. Many of the newer counties did not 
have a legal organ in their respective counties. So, the Thomasville newspaper was used. Listed in the index there 
are 85 counties which are mentioned in The Wire-Grass Reporter from 1857 - 1858. Not only are there legal ads 
from Thomas County, but also Berrien County, Brooks County, Colquitt County, Irwin County, Lowndes County, | 
Pierce County, Pulaski County, Telfair County, Ware County and Wilcox County. There are a number of homi- | 
cides written up in the paper, such as Jasper, Hamilton County, Florida; Clay County, Georgia; and Berrien County, | 
Georgia. There are some marriages included as well as some deaths. Various murders, drownings and suicides, |

Scotland is OLD 

The area between Gruinard 
Bay and Scourie Bay in Scot- 
land has long been considered 
by geologists worldwide as the 
“birthplace” of geology. Now, 
a study of some heavy black 
and gray rocks found at the 
cliffs of Gruinard Bay, north- 
west Ross & Cromarty, be- 
tween Loch Ewe and Little 
Loch Broom, have been dated 
at 3.3 billion years old, with 
only moonrocks at 4.5 billion 
years said to be older. 

The recent study was made 
by a group of scientists led by 
professor Michael O’Hara of 
the Department of Earth Sci- 
ences at Cardiff University in 
Wales. Their work proves that 
while what is now England was 
still a mass of gasses and pri- 
mordial swamp, Scotland was a 
land mass, one of the first to be 
formed after Greenland, West- 
em Australia and parts of the 
Antarctic.

CHASSIDM - a sect of Jews who were followers of the Ba’al Shem Tov. There are Chassidic dynasties which 
ae detailed genealogical charts from the days of the founder to the present.

KOHAN, LEVI, AND ISRAEL - the division of the tribes of Israel between the descendants of Moses and 
Aaron (Kohan and Levi) and the rest of the Jews. (Israel). The designation of Kohan of Levi is passed down from 
father to son and will generally be found on tombstones (Kohan designated by symbol of two hands in the spread- 
fingered gesture of priestly blessing; Levi designated by symbol of a pitcher because the priestly assistants tradi- 
tionally washed the hands of priests). 

CHEVRA KADISHA - Jewish burial society; literally “holy friends” who prepared the body for burial; lists of 
members in many German communal histories. 

SHOMRIM SOCIETY - If your Jewish ancestors were employed by a law enforcement agency, either in Phi- 
ladelphia or New York, chances are they belonged to a SHOMRIM Society, the Jewish Fraternal Order for Police 
and Fire Departments. Shomrim is the Hebrew word for “guardian” and today there are 27 national Shomrim So- 
cieties. Shomrim of Philadelphia began a newsletter The Herald around the 1950s, which highlighted their mem- 
bers with genealogical facts i.e., birth year, birth order, residence, schools, military tour, occupations, nicknames, 
honors, hobbies, family histories and tidbit stories. wists 

Other words relative to these societies: NER TAMID - New York firemen; GONEN- New York Transit Author- 
ity Police (means “protector”); GIBBORIM SOCIETY - New York City Department of Corrections, now dor- 
mant, and a new one called the MACCABEES OF NEW YORK. For more information, see Chronicles, (Phi- 
ladelphia JGS), Autumn 1994, volume 13, number 3. 


CHISELED IN STONE - JEWISH CEMETERY RESEARCH 
Comedy writer, Argus Hamilton, on President Clinton trying to sell his budget to a GOP Congress: “Be- 
ing a Democratic President these days is like owning a cemetery. There are lots of people under you, 
ae but nobody’s listening.” 

The current, ongoing international cemetery indexing project being undertaken by all Jewish genealogical so- 
cieties makes this an appropriate time to discuss your own ventures into cemetery research. Monuments and the 
words upon stones were meant to be seen by future generations as a memorial to our ancestors. What was in- 
scribed often tells us more than just vital statistics. Let us review what the tombstones reveal about the person 
beneath. Let us discuss the types of cemetery plots; locating cemeteries using death certificates, written resour- 
ces, oral traditions, and obituaries; descriptions of the actual tombstones and how to read Jewish tombstones; 
practical considerations when visiting the cemetery; and how to photograph the burial markers for future tran- 
scriptions. For your relatives who perished in the Holocaust, there are also places to honor these victims. Hope- 
fully, this will make you more knowledgeable when making your own trip to the ancestral burial grounds of your 
family. : : 

CEMETERY PLOTS. 

Families choose cemetery plots in several ways. Sometimes an immigrant joined a landsmanschaftn organi- 

zation (group of people from the same area in the “old country”) and since these groups were often formed to 


provide their aging members with welfare and burial benefits, you might want to look into the records of these 
organizations to find out where they bought areas of land within certain cemeteries. The records will then show — 


what cemetery and what plot your relative is in. Continued in our next issue

Arocha has a foundation in a “carpenter of carpentry.” Arotxa is 
the Basque equivalent. The surname Rocha is not connected in 
any way to Arocha. Arocha does not appear in any of the early 
Nueva Espana records of 1500-1600. However, Francisco de Ar- 
ocha is an important figure in the early history of San Antonio and 
Texas; the ancestor of a family cattle empire in Texas. 

In order to protect the eastern borders from the French efforts to 
place settlements in the Province of Tejas, King Philip V agreed in 
1722 to call for volunteer families from the Canary Islands. Re- 
cruiting volunteers was made easier by the fact that in the 1720s, 
an exceptionally severe drought of several years’ duration had av- 
ersely affected living conditions in the Canary Islands. 

Francisco Arocha and his wife, Juana Curbello, arrived in Vera 
Cruz on June 19, 1730 with 57 other Canary Islander s composed 
of ten families and five unattached bachelors. In early August, the 
pioneers started north, arriving at the Presidio San Antonio de Be- 
jar on the moming of March 9, 1731. 

Most of these colonists had been small farmers. By volunteer- 
ing the people were given free passage, along with a fairly gener- 
ous cash allowance, free land, and granted the right as “first colon-

ists,” to call themselves hidalgo. On August 1, 1731, by degree of 
Viceroy Casafuerte, a City Council was formed. Francisco de Ar- 
ocha installed as “‘escribano,” secretary/notary public. He was the 
first and only man who served as escribano at San Fernando during 
the 18th century. Francisco and Juana had 15 children. 

Aury L. Holtzman, MD, traces his maternal line directly back to 
Simon de Arocha, first born of Francisco and Juano’s 15 children. 
Jack Jackson, in his book Los Mestenos stated that Simon became 
one of the most prosperous ranchers, related to almost every power 
cluster in the river valley. Simon was also a military man, serving 
as Commandant of the Bexar militia and Lieutenant General of the 
Province of Texas. In 1752, Simon married Maria Urrutia, a fam- 
ily prominent in the political life of Mexico. s 

The Arochas learned cattle ranching slowly, but well. 50 years 
after the original Francisco had settled in Texas, documents reveal 
their cowboy ranching skills. Of the 18,117 head of cattle branded 
and exported from Texas between 1779-1786, the Arocha clan ac- 
counted for 4,756 head - roughly more than a quarter of the entire 
Texas industry. 

The fate of the Arocha land holdings and great cattle empire fell 
between 1811-1813. The September 16, 1810 Grito de Dolores 
was heard and supported by the old ranching families of San Anto- 
nio de Bexar and Nacodoches, who as early as 1808 were known. 
to be anti-Royalists. That declared position, early in the battle cost 
the ranchers much in blood and land. 

Some ranchers returned to their land, some abandoned their 
claims. Simon Arocha and Maria Ignacia Urrutia’s grandson, Ig- 
nacio Arocha, the second, appealed to the Mexican government in 
1834. He stated “that the documents to his grandfather’s (Si- 
mon’s) land grand were lost for reasons, “well known since those 
who persecuted us as insurgents had very evil intentions and tried 
by all possible means to harm us.” He claimed that the original 
Arocha title was deliberately despoiled by Arredondo, Comman- 
dant General of the Eastern Interior Privinces, as a means to crush 
the rebellion and restore the province to Spanish rule. 

The family remained in Mexico. Jose Ignacio and his wife, 
Maria Juana Garcia de Bejar, were the parents of Manuela Arocha 
who married Juan Perez in Coahuila, Mexico, 13 September 1848.

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On the Internet, genealogy 
researchers can get lost while 
looking for information that 
may pertain to their own re- 
search. To be truthful, neither 
the Internet, nor the commer- 
cial bbs services actually have 
much in the way of research 
tools to assist the average re- 
searcher. However, as the web 
continues to expand, at expo- 
nential rates, there are many 
projects underway that may 
benefit genealogy research. 

The vast quantities of infor- 
mation that are on the web are 
so overwhelming that it takes a 
great deal of time just to try and 
find what is there, let alone, 
make use of it. Much of the ma- 
terial is posted results of some- 
body else’s research, or infor- 
mational doo-dads that may 
give some guidance. As great 
as these are there is little that 
can be done with them if you 
can’t find them. 

The quality of these web- 
pages varies with the experi- 
ence and dedication of, and 
time allowed to development 
by, the page author. To help 
support the creation of quality 
research aids on the Internet 
GenSource has sponsored the 
Golden Web Award. This quar- 
terly award is given to the user 
nominated website that en- 
hances genealogy on the Inter- 
net. Many things are consid- 
ered in the final choice. Among 
the points of consideration are 
the number of nominations re- 
ceived for that website, the 
quality of the content and 
graphics, the context of the pre- 
sentation, and the ease of use 
for a genealogist just “surfing?

An alphabet of trees?

and Baltimore. Those who did 
not settle in the East moved 
westward to the major metro- 
politan areas of Buffalo, Pitts- 
burgh, Cleveland, Detroit and 
especially Chicago. They 
came because of poverty and 


* political unrest in Italy. 


Major eastern and midwest- 
em cities were created into 
“Little Italy’s.” Everything 
they had and enjoyed in their 
homeland was transferred to 
America: their language, cus- 
toms, traditions, culture, relig- 
ion, food and family values. 
All of these remained strong. 
They came because of poverty 
and political unrest in Italy. 

A surprising number of Ita- 
lians returned to Italy for they 
could not overcome their long- 
ing for the place which was 
home. Others were so indeci- 
sive, they went back and forth 
between America and Haly 
several times before making up 
their mind to stay here or there.

The Copyright Act of 1976 
provided the single greatest 
overhaul of the copyright sta- 
tutes in the entire history of the 
United States of America. A 
number of changes were made 
to make compliance with the 
Copyright act easier and to pro- 
vide protection for the author 
of a work. 

Many individuals overlook 
the importance of the copyr- 
ights given to the author simple 
because it is often easier than 
protecting the author’s rights. 
The law expressly gives the au- 
thor the sole right of reproduc- 
tion, in any manner, of their 
own work. This right is gener- 
ally handed over to a publisher, 
but the right is still the authors. 

The photocopying that many 
genealogy researchers indulge 
in is actually beyond a level 
that is appropriate. Granted, 
there are a great number of in- 
dividuals who claim that the 
copyright allows for copying 
anything desired if it is for per- 
sonal usage. In my opinion 
they are wrong, and I believe 
the text of the Copyright Act 
supports that opinion. 

Reproduction of copyrighted 
materials is a hotly debated 
topic. The primary concem in

the field of genealogy regards 
the photocopying of materials 
for other books. The 1989 
amendments to the Copyright 
Act do, in fact, provide for 
some reproduction when the 
purposes are for “...criticism, 


comment, news reporting, 
teaching...scholarship or 
research.” 


Unfortunately a great many 
genealogists latch onto the 
word “research” and thereby 
validate, to themselves, that 
their voluminous copying is ac- 
ceptable. I feel that extremely 
limited photocopying may fall 
into the “fair use” category if 
the copies are for personal re- 
search, and if they are not go- 
ing to be merged into a compi- 
lation that later gets placed for 
sale. It is a touchy subject be- 
cause there is some latitude in 
“fair use”, but if I state that de- 
gree of latitude somebody will 
misconstrue it to mean much 
more than should be 
acceptable. 

I feel that most copies can be 
replaced with proper extraction 
and citation of the original, 
making use of quoted material 
in an academically correct 
manner. Be both careful and 
considerate of the rights of an 
author for you may unwittingly 
become one yourself with very 
little warning as you continue 
your genealogical research. If 
you can obtain the original 
work then you must do so. 
Whether that original is obtain- 
able is test of the “fair use” 
copying concept. Once an orig- 
inal belongs to you then work-

I’m not really a meetings per- 
son. Those of you whom I have 
met at Highland Games know that 
I would much rather be telling you 
why you should join Scottish Her- 
itage USA or hustling you to buy 
one of our logo sweatshirts. 

But there are meetings and there 
are MEETINGS. Every Novem- 
ber, SHUSA’s Board of Directors 
has a MEETING. What makes 
this one so special is that is when 
we adopt the projects we will 
underwrite the following year. 

And now it is 1996, and we’re 
ready to take off running through 
another exciting year -- one in 
which we’ll stretch ourselves and 
our member’s Scottish dollars in 
support of a slate of significant 
conservation and preservation 
projects. 

In 1996, we’ll continue our trad- 
ition of sending an American horti- 
cultural student to Threave School 
of Horticulture. The selection pro- 
cess, administered by Tom Clark -- 
himself a former Threave scholar- 
ship recipient -- has already begun. 
Tom has received a record number 
of applications this year, and in the 
next few weeks he will plough 
through them to find just the right 
person to serve as Scottish Herit- 
age USA’s horticultural ambassa- 


dor to Scotland. 

We will be doing something a 
little different this year in the way 
of a Scottish student studying in 
‘this country. Instead of a student, 
we will bring a gardener/instructor 
here to leam about our horticul- 
tural teaching techniques. Newly 
appointed principal of Threave 
School of Horticulture, Trevor 
Jones, will arrive in the spring for 
four weeks of study. 

Student exchange programs are 
nothing new to SHUSA. It is one 
of the ways we fulfill our mission 
of the “exchange of people and 
ideas”. But, in 1996, we will be 
underwriting an exciting new ex- 
change that will not only benefit 
students from the United States, 
but will help the volunteer conser- 
vation efforts of the National Trust 
for Scotland. Scottish Heritage 
USA will sponsor four American 
students who will spend eight 
‘weeks during the summer working 
on conservation projects at Na- 
tional Trust for Scotland properties 
throughout Scotland. 

The 250th anniversary of the 
Battle of Culloden will be comme- 
morated this year and Scottish 
Heritage USA will do its part to 
get Culloden ready for the in- 
creased number of visitors who are 
expected. SHUSA will provide 
funding to rethatch the King’s St- 
ables Cottage, an eighteenth- 
century structure that stands where 
Government troops were picketed 
following the battle. In the coming 
year we will also renew our long 
association with Culzean Castle 
and Country Park. SHUSA will 
help restore the Camellia House 
and provide funding for an inter- 
pretive display board, which will 
tell the story behind this unique 
building. 

Although most of the projects 
SHUSA has adopted for 1996 are 
connected to the National Trust for 





Scotland, we will also contribute 
toward a Scottish Conservation 
Projects Trust project, an organiza- 
tion that we have supported in the 
past. The Scottish Conservation 
Projects Trust trains young people 
in on-the-job conservation skills. 


» SHUSA will help underwrite inter- 


pretive facilities at Inniemore, a 
village in western Scotland that 
was destroyed during the Clear- 
ances and recently discovered dur- 
ing logging operations in the area. 

And what about projects in this 
country? Here, at home, we will 
once again be running our essay 
contests for youngsters and one for 
an academic paper at East Tennes- 
see State University. However, 
this year, we have increased the 
prize money we are giving away to 
the young people. We would like 
to put the profits from selling logo 
merchandise last year into projects 
in this country. What better way to 
use them than as an incentive to 
young people to get them writing 
about their unique heritage. 

Our big news on the home front 
is that we have taken a positive 
step toward helping out the stu- 
dents in our midst. We will now 
offer a student membership at $25 


a year, with all the same benefits as 
our other membership categories, 
including free subscriptions to The 
Highlander, Heritage Scotland -- 
the National Trust for Scotland’s 
official magazine -- The Family Tree 
and our own newsletter, together 
with free admission to all National 
Trust for Scotland properties and 
Trust properties in England, Wales 
and Northern Ireland. To qualify, 
you must be 19 years of age or 
younger, or a full-time, dependant 
student up to and including 23 
years of age. 

That is not all. Once again, we 
will bring a National Trust for 
Scotland representative to this 
country to talk at our annual mem- 
ber’s meeting in Savannah on 
March 23.
